fon,  perpetually  checked  by  Philip- Au- 
guflus,  becaufe  Ihe  laboured  under  the 
Count’s  hatred,  tor  always  beating  him 
at  Chefs. 

In  fpite  of  this  anecdote,  we  will  vff- 
ture  to  recommend  C!»e!s  to  all  our  read¬ 
ers,  w'hether  marrieil  or  unmairicd,  and 
this  book  to  all  Chtfs-players.

Andre  Dan i can  Philipor  w’? 
horn  .u  Dreux,  near  Paris,  in  1726.  Ih' 
graiuirather  was  a  hautboy-player  at  tlic 
Court  of  Lewii  XI II.  An  Italian  mu* 
ficiaii,  named  Philidor,  was  admired  at 
tl'.at  court  lor  his  perform  i nee  on  l’'* 
lai'.ie  ir.llriimcnt  ;  and  alter  fus  depu- 
ture,  the  King  gave  I')ariican  tic 

or  niek-u.inie  oi  Philidor,  whua 
hasltdl  remained  in  the  family.  H-' 
iher  aiul  feveral  of  hi-i  bioiiiers,  belong¬ 
ed  to  tlic  band  uf  Lewis  XI V.  and  Lcwi* 
\V. 

At  fix  years  of  age  he  wms  adm'  * 
ted  among  the  children  ot  tficfhip‘ 
Royal,  of  Vcrfailles,  where,  being 
ped  to  attend  daily,  he  had  an  opportu 
iiity  of  learning  Chefs  from  the  muh 
in  wailing,  of  whom  there  were 
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eighty.  Cards  not  being  allowed  To  near 
the  Chapel,  tliey  had  a  long  tabic  with 
lixChels-boards  inlaid. 

At  the  age  of  eleven,  a  motet,  or 
pfalrn  with  chorufies,  of  bis  coinpofilion, 
was  performed,  which  pleated  Lewis 
XV.  fo  much,  that  he  gave  the  coinpo- 
fer  five  louis :  this  encouraged  the  lad 
to  compofe  four  more.  W  hen  he  had 
attained  his  fourlceulh  year,  he  left  the 
Chapel,  and  was  then  reputeil  the  moft 
fkilful  Chel's-player  of  the  band.  This 
was  in  1740,  u  hen  feveral  of  his 

eompofilion  were  performed  at  Paris,  nt 
lUtCoHCCftSpifiturl,  which  were  favour¬ 
ably  received  by  the  public,  as  the  pio- 
duilions  of  a  child  who  was  already  a 
niaitrr  and  teacher  of  mufic.  At  this 
time  Chefs  was  played  at  iu  almofl  every 
coderhoufe  in  Paris,  and  he  applied  to 
clofely  to  the  game,  that  he  neglewtcil 
hisicholars,  and  they  confequeutly  look 
another  matUr.  This  induced  him  ra¬ 
ther  to  pui tuc  the  tludy  of  Chefs  than  of 
MufiC.  AJ.  df  Kffmur^  Sire  de  Lrgailc^ 
who  is  flill  living,  and  was  then  near 
forty  years  of  age,  w  as  efteemed  the  bcfl 
clHls-playei  inPrance,  andyoung Philidor 
toiight  every  opportunity  of  receiving  his 
inllriJtfiions ;  by  which  he  improved  to 
illintially,  that  three  years  after,  M.  dc 
Legalie,  thougli  ttiil  his  matUr,  was  not 
able  to  allow  him  any  advantage. 

M.  de  Legalle  once  afked  him,  \V!ie- 
Ihcr  he  had  never  tried  to  play  by  mtmo- 
ly,  withimt  feeing  theboaril  f  —  Philidor 
replied,  that  as  he  had  calculated  moves, 
•iiul  even  whole  games  at  night  in  bill, 
he  tlionglit  he  could  do  it,  and  imnie* 
iliately  pbiyed  a  game  with  the  Abb^ 
Chenard,  which  he  won,  without  feeing 
the  board,  and  W’ithont  hefitating  upon 
•'my  of  llic  moves:  this  was  a  circum- 
firtHce  mueh  fpoken  of  in  Paris,  and  in 
eonlVipjenee  lie  otten  repeated  this  me¬ 
thod  ot  playing.

His  IkllJ  at  Draughts 
was  now  a  great  refourcr  to  him  at  Rot- 
teril.un  ar)d  Amllerdam  :  he  rcniaifjed  a 
Twtlvetnotith  in  Holland,  vehdinp  ohieRy 
at  lire  Hague,  where  hr  became  acqurint- 
rd  with  Co*o!tel  l.i  Deves,  a  relation  of 
the  late  f.ord  l.’ctuiicr,  and  w’ith  the 
Prince  of  W’aljech,  who  then  t.'oinmand-

The  ladies  crowded  to  plays  that  repre-* 
fented  tliem  all  as  courtezans  or  hypo- 
crite'i ;  .and  gentlemen  fat  fpeClators  of 
the  drarni  that  reprefented  the  whole 
fpreies  as  dupes  or  dtfigning  knaves.
